The Newc",stlo rti^ervo was a 
vexed question, wliicli also should bo sot at 
rest, at> it was unc^ertaiu whether thoy 
could 1)0 pi-oeurod by settloment on thom. 

Mr. Duusuiuir Maid as tbc< cUiuf owner in 
the Island railway bi;lt he could assart t'ao 
house the rights of settlers should be pro- 
tected, and tttey would be aa liberally dealt 
with as by any goverument. (Hear, hoar.) 
He could aasnre his hon. colleague and the 
bouse thftt every fieltler who oouxpliod with 
the. regulations would get his etown grant to 
timlier or other land no far as his company 
was conoarned. So soon as anj' settlor 
built his house on bin KiO acres of land and 
complied with the ooudiliuiis he would be 
as much in possession of the timber land 
as though he hail paid $10 per aero for it. 
With regard to the N'oweastle reserve, any 
settler could go and Hiinat ou tlic suburban 
lots and secure it.s owuershi]). Ah to tim- 
ber lands, ho thought that no geutloniau in 
this house would care to sou timber slashed 
dowa^. when it could be rundered so much 
more valuable for cutting into lumber. 
There had no ipiestion arisen with any 
squatter with reference to timber lands, and 
he could uot see tliat there was reason for 
this <|ueKtiou beioK raised. tl must bo 
merely for political p)urpo.ses. 

Mr. Kaybould said he wa.s glad to bear 
the full aud complete st«,temeut of bi.s 
hon. colleague. 

Mr. Bemlin said the government seemed 
afraid of every oommittee suggested. 

Mr. T. Dovio suii that they oould 
hardly bo surprised at the taclic.i of the 
opposition, Cfinsidfrii!^' tinise ihey had al- 
ready put forward. It wa.s iiu'idioua and 
unfair that honorable ynntlomcn 3hould 
be put on this commit too without thoir 
'BBaent, aa he underatood Mr. Grr had not 
hpm req^uested to act upon the one. named 
jn the resolution. It was but right that 
thoy sheuld bo balloted for by the house 
and the work fairly divided. It was not 
reasonable that, one luaii slinuld dictate 
who was to serve upon committee.'!. The 
opposition were a sicU party in liiis liou.so, 
a|id he thought they wouM bo a sielier 
party when they came before the country. 
[Mr. Qalbraith— Hear, hear] They 
wanted to make it appear that they were 
oppressed by the f.'i—erninent majority, 
aud 110 appear befo j the electorj. 

Mr. Heigoaen said the honorable leader 
of the Kovernment seemed to have lost 
qontrol of his party. Ho did not like to 
neptheae efforts to stifle debate and burke 
resolutions submitted by the opposition. 

Mr. BlcLeeRo said there wis a disaatis- 
faotion in reference tocrown ijrants. It was 
said that the tiovernment had used some 
secret force in indneini; niember.s to vote 
with t|iein, and lie had hoard lhat mem- 
bora complained that if tliey did not 
vote with the govornment their district 
would be ne^jlectod in impr 'voraenta. 
This might bo the force ii.sed. The 
revenue should bo fairly distributed 
among the diSarent diairicta without re- 
gard to politics. 

Hon. Mr. Rubsnn said a good deal h-id 
been said about atifliiig debate and bui king 
resolutions, but he had failed to hear any 
thingof that nature from eillier sido. How 
PRijld honorable gentlemen opuosito, who 
ppnibered six, expect that they should bo 
a majority on any committee; it would 
not bo a fair reproseiUation of the house, 
yije cot;raQ of b;iilotir)g for the committee 
thp rqle of parliamentary practice 
adopted by thia hoiiso, and lionorable gen- 
tlemen opposite aeenied afraid of tho bal- 
lot. They would perhaps be afraid of it 
whenthey came to the ballot at tho elections, 
if they- kept up talking the childish non- 
"senaevthat; they now indulged in to bo 
great an estent. He would advise them 
to change their tactics and res jrt to more 
iensihlo incaaures.

The time limit had not been quite 
complied with, but apart from that tho 
Dominion had carried out their agreement 
and now they had a claim, which had been 
recognised by the province, to tho rail tray 
lands for twenty miles on either side of 
tho line. There was nothing in tho 
terina giving thu Dominion government 
a claim to any provincial lands beyond 
the extension of tho line to tide water.'

MORE "FIGGBRS." 

The opiioaition orgftu is iit it again— 
"figgcring" tiway as liiborioUHly iia did poor 
old ChulVoy in "Jliirtiii Chuzzlowit," who 
addod up milUous during hih bralii fever. 
The Times' frantic etlbrts to exhibit by 
falsiftoation of the public ucoouuts an up- 
pareat liability of enorwouB diuiousious 
have led it to poipetrate the followiug 
oonundrazu, oven as some finding thoiuselves 
incapable in prose drift into still more in- 
capable attompta at poetry. Here is his 
riddle: "If the dry dookrefand ($384,512.- 
60) had not been paid will the writer in 
The Colonist kindly inform the electors in 
what position would the province now 
stand?" The Times says according to Ihu 
provincial balance sheet the province had a 
liability on the 30th Juno, 1883, of §328,- 
C02.28, and a clear asset on 30th June, 1885, 
of 519,703.70. The Times is bei^inuiug to 
understand the nature of things better, and 
with a little more tuition on "liggors" will 
not exhibit such deplorable ignorance tts 
has smugged the sheet about assets and 
liabilities.. The latest conundrum 
it no doubt thinks is a poser, bat it is 
just as easy to solve the question of "how 
many blue benns make five?" Out of ii 
compa,isi(jiiatu fooling towards tho Times 
ou this question wo will drag the editor 
out of tho maze into which he has wan- 
dered and evidently got mired. The 
answer to this conunidrum ia .simply this; 
That tho province if it had not teoeived 
the refund from tho Duminioq govern- 
nuiiil would atill owe the liability of 
§323,002,28 and probably more, but the 
fact of tho receipt of that money enabled 
the government to pay off tho liability of 
the province and havo an asset of §49,- 
763 70. Besides this the expenditure on 
works and buildings, and roads, streota 
and bridges which wore so very necessary 
could not have been mads to the extent 
.which ia shown in nearly every portion of 
the provincQ. We feel sorry for the Times 
for having propounded such a conundrij^i, 
and think that it would bo appropriate to 
aerenado tho author, and would suggest 
that the beautiful air "Poor Wandering 
One," would be the moat fitting for 
the occasion. 

THE OVKliURAFT. 

The "so-called" opposition organ has 
again discovered a mare's nest. This 
time it is an overdraft of §140,808, The 
"gerrymandering" and "third party" sen- 
Bations were too fleeting, — they were pills 
too big for the public to swallow, so tho 
representative spirit of the "six" turned 
in quest of other discoverioB, and as a 
consequence announces with a Peck- 
snithan siiullie of pious horror that there 
has been a government overdraft of 
§140,808 ! and can see in it an indication 
of rapidly approaching provincial bank- 
ruptcy and other equally cheerful events. 
Btit the artful writer either didn't know 
or wouldn't know that since that over- 
draft, the provincial government placed 
on deposit tho half yearly payment 
of tho annual Dominion subsidy of 
$212,000, thus reducing the over- 
draft to loss than §3,'), 000. Theaabstan- 
tial and laatinf.; improvements, BUsh as 
the erection of new gaols, asylum, bridges 
and extensive expenditure on streets and 
roads and other public works— appropria- 

' tions of which every district has had its 
share, called for an e.xtraordinary but 

■ necessary outlay, which the drydock re- 
fund, so often quoted by our contempo- 
rary, was not capable of meeting — a large 
Dortion of it having to bo devoted to 
meeting the liabilities of the previous ad- 
ministration. The opposition will havo to 
hang their bid for power on some more 
tangible grievance than the melting over- 
draft of §140,808. The worthy editor first 

. knocked his head a^jainat a gerrymander- 
ing scheme, then couched a lanoe against 
an iniiiginary "third party," and finally 
chivalrously attiioks, on behalf of the 
country an o> crdraft, whose amount is 
conjured by his ii-iated imagination into 
vast proportions. Wo must class this 
errant knight with aiiothor fiction of ear- 
lier date, and say tc him as was said to 
Don Quixote after he had attacked an 
imaginary castle: "Have a care now ! 
Did I not tell you that it was only a wind- 
mill 3" 

THE HUDSON BAY ROUTE. 

So far as regards a feasible latiii route 
for the proposed line of railway from 
Winnipeg to Hudson Bay the problem 
has been satiafacturily solved. Jlr. Jar- 
vis, C. E., who has just been over tho 
route, pronounces it comparatively inex- 
pensive and entirely practicable. We 
wish as much could be written of. tho 
navigation of Hudson bay and straits. 
Last winter's observations were anything 
but satisfactory . At tho most not over 
two and a-half months' open water in mid- 
summer can be relied on. If these obser- 
vations were correct the Northwest wheat 
crop will have to bo held over one year — 
from the fall of one year till the Buminor 
of the next — before it can be shipped and 
marketed. Tlio ciuestioii, therefore, re- 
solves itself into one of interest and stor- 
age. If it coals more to transport the 
crop to Montreal by rail and thence by 
steamer to London, than to hold it over 
for nine or ten months at Hudson Bay 
and then send it by steamer to London, 
the proposed line of railway will be con- 
structed. If the contrary is shown the 
project must fail. In his report Mr. Jar- 
vis says: "Wo left Winnipeg Oct. 12, 
and from Selkirk took the stoamer io 
Norway house. We left there in canoes, 
imagining wo should bo able to got along 
without any dilHculty. When about 
twenty-five miles from Norway house our 
canoes were frozen in, and had to be 
abandoned. Wo resorted to sleighs 
drawn by Indians, as a moans of trans- 
port. We first experienced great delays 
and our progress whh discouragingly slo w. 
This was owing to tho larger lakes being 
open, as well as many rii-ors, neceaaitat- 
ing a deal of portaging and cutting roads 
through the woods. On the 9th of No- 
vember we reached Oxford house, and 

' then tho work of our exploration was 
commenced. York factory was reached 

•in ''November. To Norway Jioiise the 
country is rocky niid liarren, and from 
there for twenty-iive or thirty miles it is 
undulating and sandy, with sandy clay 

• and gravel formation. Leaving Oxford 
lake we, found the country perfectly fl.U, 

' with more muskegs. It Was' covorod by 
spruce and tamarack of small oizes, and, 
in fact, there was a scrubby growth of 
timber all along the road to the mouth of 
the Nelson river. We found no agricul- 
tural lands, and the country will never bo 
valuable in that respect Game was found 
in abundance. Wo examined the coun- 
try thoroughly, traveling the entire 



distance ou foot and making Boundiugs and 
Goolioua at tho crossings of tho variuua 
rivers. There is not the slightest dilVicuIty 
in tho way of eoustructiou, all reports to 
tho contrary notwithstanding. '\Ve have 
traveled over every foot of the country, and 
we cannot only say that there are no dilii- 
oulties in the way, but that it will bo com- 
paratively an eaayj^mattor to construct the 
road. It will be much easier to construct 
the line than it was to construct scetiou 15 
of the Canadian Pacific railway, audit won't 
cost' anything like the amount that did.

Thu cost will 
not equal tho original cost of ^^22,000 por 
mile, or about seven niilliou dollars alto- 
gether. Tho nchome is perfectly feasible 
and easily accomplished. The route most 
favorable is that along tho north shore 
of Oxford lake, direct to the Sua river ialis, 
or the east branch of the Nelson river. Wo 
have chosen as tho terminus of the rond 
tho mouth of tho Nelson river, which is 
very favorably situated, being large, flat, 
well drained, and from ten to twelve feet 
above high water level.

The 
recent heavy mflu.\ of boycotted Chlna- 
iiieii from outside sections, driven hero by 
tho action of tho white population, is add- 
ing daily to the pagan's hard times 
The dili'eront companies have their hands 
full in providing oven thu moat meagre 
food for tho hungry hordes. As to sloop- 
ing necommodatiou numerous arrests for 
vii;lation of tho cubic air ordinauco tell 
t heir own tale. A well posted white resi- 
dent of the Chinese quarter said: Tho 
distress now prevailing among them from 
lack of oni[>liiy nu^iit was something 
frightful. What the Chineso who are com- 
ing on the Qooen of the Paoifia from 
Seattle would do or how they would live 
if they aro without means is a puzzle. It 
was curtain that this continual iiillut of 
bankrupt Chiiioao from tho country was 
driving the companies to thoir wits' ends. 
Ah Hung, a well knoivn and well educnt- 
od Chinaman, said that as yet a ifreat 
majority in San Franoisco had not heard 
of the latest phase taken by the Seattle 
trouble. An intelligont Chinaman said, 
the cud of the business will bo, I think, 
that existing treaties between the two 
countries will bo abrogated and the limit 
of thu term of years fixed for the return 
of the Chinese in America to their own 
country, in aooople of months, 

An anti-Chinese meeting was held at 
Wiiiiiaiir, Sonoma county, and tho Chinese 
giving ten (lays in which to leavu town. 

Santa Bakuaka, Fob. 0.— Dr, E, W. 
Crooks, who claimed to bo acting as agent 
for tho Camden Oil Co., of Pittsburi;, in 
thu purchasu of Orteja ranch for 805,000, 
a short time ago, has been arrested on a 
chart;c of fraud in connection with that 
matter, and roloaaed on bail. At the time 
of the alle;„'ed purchase di'afte drawn on 
the Camden Oil Co. were declared by that 
company to be frauds. Crooks nego- 
tiated one of these drafts for 815,000. 
Tho charge against Crooks is believed lo 
be b:iBed on this fact. 

Santa Rosa, Fob. 3. —A committee, 
consisting of fifteen of our leading citi- 
zens, which was appoiutod at tho anti- 
Chinese meeting hoH in this city to de- 
vise some means of expelling the Chinese 
from this vicinity, visited all China houses 
this afternoon and inforrned the pro- 
priators that after March 1st the people 
would refuai! to patronixo or employ them 
in any manner, nor would they purchase 
in any foim the products of Chinese 
labor. They suggested that it would be a 
proper eourae for tho Chinese under these 
circumstances to make proparatiotia to 
ijuit the city after March lat. Aaaembly- 
iiian S. T. Allen and .1. T, Winslow acted 
as spukcamon for tho eomniittea, and tho 
proceedings were conduc cd in an orderly 
liiid syatcmutio manner. Tho Ohinese 
were assured that in case any violence 
was attempted the members of the com- 
inittee would fake the lead in protecting 
them. ^

RJOTOUS SEATTLE. 

The Sfltiation Oi'oniui; Klore 
Threatening;. 

Th'- Home Oiiard'Hrof II Out--'- 
V. S. Troffps On

SEArrLK, Feb. 9.— The feeling of the 
populace seems to grow mo^e bitter 
hourly, and the otitlook is now extremely 

ominous. The Ohineso question seems to 
liiive been almost entirely lost aif»ht of, 
and the wrath of the mob is turned 
against the home guards, who did tho 
firing in yesterday's fight. Threats are 
mado of lynching prominent mombors of 
this organization, .which is composed of 
the best citizens and the lareest property- 
holders of the city. .-This is true, in spite 
of tho fact that there can bo no question 
the firing was justiliablo and necesaary. 
The mob made an attack and tho guards 
tired merely in self defence. The streets 
are full of knots of men discussing thu 
situation, and although there is little 
loud talk there is apparent a,deep feeling 
of the most dangerous kind. On tho 
other hand, the authorities- are cautious 
but deteruiined. Thoy realize that it is 
a life and death matter with thoin. Gov. 
Sijuire commattds in person, and expresses 
a determination to light to tho bitter end 
if neooasary. The militia aud homo 
guards are behaving excellently, but are 
utterly worn out, having been on duty 
since SiiudiTy morning, with alnmBt no 
opportunity to secure sleep. Unless the 
government sends aid it is only a ques- 
tion of time till they will bo compelled to 
succumb. Appeal after appeal has been 
sent to Washington by Governor Squire, 
but no aesuraiice of assistance is given. 
Troops at Vancouver barracks hove not 
yet received order.') to move, altlinugh the 
governor first appealed to tho president 
for aid on Sunday. This excites both 
anger and alarm among the oilizens who 
have risked life and properly in defence 
of the law.

They have 
been Unable lo clear th^ streets, and traffic 
is ior the time brought to a standstill. The 
spirit of the mob to-day is distinctly ag- 
gressive. Every carriage which cotnos 
within reach of the rioters is at once sar- 
toiiudcd Hud its occupants hooted, hissed 
aud iuHuUed. During tho early part of thu 
afternoon

was driven near tho mob. Someone said 
the turnout was tho lord mayor's aud the 
rioters at once made a rush for it, seemingly 

dotormiued to tear the vehicle to pieces and 
tramp its occupants to death. The police, 
however, by a vigorous charge, rescued the 
equipage aud its occupants aud got them to 
a jjlaeo of safety. The mob at presout is 
.simply a tronioiulous mass of undirected 
human savages, There is iiothiug, it would 
Seem, but tlic want ol some popular loader 
to prevent tho luob from exerting its 
strength in some orgauizt-d movenieut 
which might bring about tho most disas- 
trous results. 

During the aftf-rnoou the police charged 
the mob twice iu full force fur the purpose 
of breaking il up aud driving the fragments 
from Trfulgiir sq^uare, but both efforts were 
absolutely fntile. The mob would-yield a 
little at tho proseut attack, but bulge out 
iu some other dircctiou. The police

12ueh failure of the police was greeted by 
the vast asBombla^e with cheers and yells. 
.At this hour tlie rioters are gettiug enraged 
at tho frequent repetition of hostility, aud 
the temper of the mob is perceptibly rising. 
ThoHsnnds of men nre pouring down on the 
scene, and all pavements iu the vicinity of 
Trafalgar square are lined with excited nieu, 
rows on wither side of the struct being no- 
where lesss thau .six men deep.

Tliti iiKTcasiug gravity of tho situation 
tiniilly ahirnied the authorities, and they 
put forth all their energies to suppress tho 
incipient riot. The police force ou duty at

This, after a loug struggle, resulted iu tho 
pushing of tho mob into side streets, and 
thus .splitting it up. The police followed 
up their work iiiid drove ench fragment of 
broken nioh until its elumenta were 
dissipated in tlie alleyways and byways of 
tho town. Every precauiii'ii has been 
taken to prevoiil the roasseuiblage of any 
mob. Jl.'iny of the rioters have been ar- 
rested. S')mB of those. wore fined aud 
discharged, others have been remanded 
for trial, while a number have boon 
sentenced to imprisonment for various 
offoncea.

Hon. Mr. Duck— In July,. 1881, the 
province of British OolumbU . received 
from the Dominion of Oatiada the aum of 
§9,891. In Nov., §*2I,581.97. In June, 
I88'2, ?13,187.25. October. 1883, §134,- 
512 06, making in all ?182,172 88; the 
refund in May, 1884, of §260,000 made a 
total of $432,172 88. This amount waa 
paid into tho oonaoltdated revenue and 
expended as shown by the publio accounts. 

Mr. HulKesen asked the honorable the 
minister of fiimuco the following question; 
How many Chinese paid pro viecial revenue 
tax in Esquimult district during the last 
fiscal year, and how many paid taxes from 
the 30th June to date I 

Hon. Mr. Uobsou — Four hundred and 
thirteen Chinese paid the tax in Esqui- 
mau district during the last fiscal year; 
and two hundred and thirty-three paid 
since 11th Juno aud 31st December, 1885. 

ilr. Martin asked the honorable the 
proviucial secretary the following question: 
Have any returns been made 
to the goveiunieut of Gnea, forfeit- 
urea or penaltiea impoaad by Messrs. 
Todd and Johnston, or either of them, 
assuming to act as commissioners of police 
iu British Columbia. If so, what are the 
dates and particulars ot such returns? 

Hon. Mr. Hiuitho — Xouo from Mr, Todd, 
but iu April ISH.'i, aud July 1885, returns 
wcro made by Mr. .lohnston showing the 
nature of the cases tried, tho names of the 
persons, the punalties iuipoiied, and the 
places where they wore tried. 

I\Ir. Alleu .asked the hou. chief commis- 
sioner of lands aud works the following 
que'slion: Is it the intoution of tho govern- 
ment tu place a auin ou the estimates for 
tho purpose of constructing a wagon road 
from Lytton to LiUooot during this pres- 
ent year/ 

Answer — The matter is under cousidora- 
tion. 

Mr. t)rr asked tho houornble the 
attoruoy-general the following question: 
Under what authority da the present 
O. P. li carapany proposs to extend the 

railway to Ooal Harbor and Bnglish Bay 
without first obtaining a charter from tho 
legislature uf the province of British 
Onlutiibin. 

Hon, .Mr. Davio said he did not know 
■whether, so far as tho mere expression of 
legal opiuiuu was concerned, asattomey-gou- 
oral ho waa compelled to answer, being only 
the legal adviser of the government, and mem- 
bers could see how nnadviaahle it woidd be 
for him to express an op!n!on,bindittg upon 
him, upon quostious whose nature arising 
circuuistauees might vary from time to time. 
He might, however, say that he had not 
been advised by the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way as to the authority upou which they 
were prepared to extend tho line. 

ilr. Orr said ho iuferrod, then, thst tho 
preseut positiou of the company waa that 
they proposed to oxteud the lino without 
asking for authority by charier from the 
proviuco. 

Mr. McLeoae— Asked tho honorable 
the chief commissioner of lands and 
works the following question; Has any 
action been taken to rarry out the 
resolution pasaed by this house on tho 
11th May, 1883, praying that a polling 
place be established in the Chilcotin sec- 
tion of the Oariboo district } 

Anower — The government have placed 
Chilcotin on the list uf extra polling 
places to be established, but the exact 
locality has not yot boon determined. 

Mr, Cirant — To ask tho hou. the niinis-i- 
tor of financo the following question: Is 
it the intention of the government dur- 
ing the present session to abolish the tolls 
on the Cas»iar mule trail 2 

Answer — No decision has as yot boon 
arrived at. 

Mr. Grant— Asked the hon, the minis- 
ter of finatico the following question: 
What amount of ruvunuc (so far as 
known to tho department) has been 
collected in the Skeeiia division of the 
Caasiar district from the 30th Juno to 
tho 31at December last, under the head 
of "Free Minors' Cortiticutoa" and tho 
"Provincial Revonuo Tax,'' each separate. 

Answer — Free miners' certificates, 9196; 
provisional revenue tax, §147. 

OOUNT-y COURTS. 

House went into committee on a bill 
entitled an act to amend the "Oounly 
court jurisdiction act, 1885." Mr. Martin 
in thu chair. 

1. Section 180 of the " County 
court jurisdiction act, 1886," is hereby 
amended by adding at tho end thereof thu 
following words: "And may also frame, 
alter and amend the tariff of fees- to bo 
taken by sheriffs for services performed 
by them by virtue of this act." 

Carried. 

Committee rose and reported bill com- 
plete. Passed second ieading; to be read 

a third time on Wednesday. ' 

An act respecting tho reiervotion of 
Points of Law in Criminal cases. 

Hon. Mr. Davie in moving the second 
reading said that for a long time 
in England thera was no provision made 
by law whereby a criminal could bring up 
before a proper tribunal any miscarriage 
of procedure or error arising during the 
conduct of his trial. Tho parliament 
there afterwards pasaed a law with regard 
to reserved points in criminal cases, and 
it was a transcript from that law which 
the present bill proposed to embody. It 
was desirable that the ESnglish law so far 
as applicable should be that of this pro- 
vince. Tho law waa one which carried its 
own commendation because it in no way 
militated against the prisoner, but in hit 
favor, and neither did it in any way ham- 
per the administration of justice. 

Mr. T. Davie said the end intended 
was decidedly a good one, but he did not 
think that ond could be accomplished 
hero. It waa evident that while 'the 
province had tho power to constitute a 
court of. crown cases reserved, still it 
could not pass laws in relation to criminal 
procedure. In that case it seemed to 
hitn that even the title of the bill v^as 
erronoiius. It should rather be entitled 
an act to constitute a court of crown papes 
reserved; there was niithing in the bill to 
this effect. If a judge had not power to 
reserve a point it loemed to him very 
doubtful whether the house had the power 
to give it to him; but if it had it was 
inanifosily the rifjht oouraa to first consti- 
tute a court as above mentioned. He 
would move an amendment that iho bill 
be referred to a select committee. 

Mr. Grant thought it would bo right 
that iu oases uf points reserved judgment 
should be rendered within a reasonable 
length of time. 

Jlr. Galbraith thought the entire judi- 
cial machinery of the province required 
readjustment. The first thing tp/ do we? 
to find whether the bill could be mat^e 
operative, because there had beet^ tuo 
many instances of acts wjil;^ liad been 
iipsat iu the Qu^ri* (b? moment procced- 
iriiia uTider them' were taken. To prevent

sometimea merely upon a word that did 
not affect their operation in the slightest. 
If the province had not the right — which 
waa evident — to legislate upon criminal 
procedure ho felt convinced that coucur- 
ent jurisdiotiou-witli the Dominion would 
not give it tu them. He favored the bill's 
reference to u select committee. 

Mr. Drake said the province's power was 
limited to constitute criminal courts. 

Hon . Mr. Davio had not the slightest 
objection to the bill being referred to a 
select committee. So far as the objection 
made that the bill ought not to be passed 
in view of Dominion disallowance, a sus- 
pending clause had been inserted. Ho 
very much doubted if the province had 
power to pass any law of this kind which 
would not to a greater or leas degree re- 
quiretheconcurrencu of the Dominion gov- 
ornmeiiiand again that no such law could 
be pasaed there that would not be liable 
tu retjuire to be submitted tu tho Iiupurial 
govornniciit.

COLUMBIA AND KOOTBNAY UAILw'aY. 

Mr. T. Davie asked the honorable the 
provincial secretary the following ques- 
tions:' 

Have the Columbia and Kootenay rail- 
WBjr company, pursuant lo section 25,^of 
their act of incorporation, furnishcd"to 
any uflicecof the government a liat of tho 
persona in their employ lialjle to pay pro- 
vincial revenue tux, and what auKJunt (if 
anything) hua the cmnpany paid for pro- 
vincial revenue tax iu respect of the work- 
men aud others employed by them I 

Have tho c.uuDany, under eection 13 of 
the act, proceeded to survey the line of 
the railway; and, if so, what prn^'reaa has 
boon made with such survey, and what 
quantity of land has been aiirvoyed ! 

Have the cmnpany eqiiiiiped tlu: line! of 
steamers mentioned in auction 12 of the 
act, or have they taken any, and what, 
steps in that direction ? 

Have t he company, or any persona on 
their behalf, intimaled their intention of 
abandoning any jjart of the reserve of 
750,000 .icroa set apart by the act; if a", 
how .lioch is it proposed to abandon, and 
what are the tornis aud parliculara of tho 
abandonment ■( What ia the location of 
the land pr ipoaed to bo ab.indoned, and 
what uf that p5(if)osed to be retained ? 

Hon. Mr. Siuithe — Ueturi.a from Ivoute- 
nay so far as received m.iko no particular 
mention oi revenue derived. The 
uompaiiy have surveyed the work 
for the lino of railway from 
Kootenay lake to tho Columbia 
river. They have also surveyed two 
blocks of land fronting on Kootenay lake, 
the aggregate area of which is 45,575 
acres. The company are not obliged to 
equip or maintain iho line of steamers 
before the 31st December, 1887. The 
failure of the cocqjany to survey moco 
than two blocks before the lat December, 
1884, tho time limited by the act for that 
purpose, cancels their right to acquire sny 
more land on K'lotonay lake. Tho ofHoial 
reservation of the lands upon Kootenay 
lake and its tributarie* was cancelled on 
Dec. 10, 1884. 

House adjourned till Monday next at 
2 p.m.

The Caiiatliaii Pacific. 

Opinion of a Man . who was la- 
terested in its Cousiriicfioii. 

San Fkanci.scd, Fob. C— A geulleman 
who for tho paat two yeara has been 
actively interested in the construction of 
the Canadian Pacific railroad on what is 
known as the Buss division, is now in this 
city. In an interview published to day he 
aaya: "Talk about tho Canadian I'^icific 
being in a poaiti(jn to hold the whin-hand 
over other transcontinental lines is Vidicu- 
loua. A full year will be necessary to 
place the track in a condition to run on 
schedule time." 

After relating some of the difficulties- 
atill to be overooino in ei)natruotion, he 
aaya; "There nre hunilreda and hundreds 
of milea of the Uanudian Pacific that will 
never earn one single dollar by local 
trallic. After you leave Winnipeg there 
is, for about three hundred miles, some 
open country fit for agriculture, and then 
you strike a country of alkali not fit for 
tho habitation of a jack rabbit, and no 
country ia found there in which a white 
man could live until you reach the 
waters of Pugot Sound. Up in 
the Rockies forty degrees below zero 
was tho usual winter temperature, and 
thirty feet of snow the average. The win- 
ter season doesn't begin to modcrato until 
widl aioug in March, i:nd snow is very deep 
in \\)iU. There is a good ttr.il of timber 
along the road, but one acre of timber in 
Oregou is worth lwiu)ty on tho Canadian 
Pucitic. There is to be nu atleuqit made 
next Hjjring at gold mining near Donald 
City, but whoever goes there will be sorry 
for it. As to tbo giguntic frauds complained 
of iu Cauiidiau papers of collusion between 
engineers and i;outraotor8, eepeoiaUy on'the 
eastern end, there can bo but little donbt'bf 
their truth. The charges are, you reiaem^ 
ber, that engineers falsely reported 'thU 
measurement of rock and earthwork done 
by contractors. Some suits may be insti- 
tuted, but I fail to see how any convictious 
can be secured, as iu many cases it will be 
absolutely inq)Ossible to remeasuro the 
\vork doni!, esiiecially in cases whore thu 
face of the blulV wtia blasled oil', or a 
swampy piece of ground filled in. linn a 
train nvi'r thi- road'.' Why, you roullu't 
hire the contractors aud engineers to peril 
their lives ou so during a ride as that would 
be. It will bo some time before tho I'acitic 
Coast steamship company will benefit by 
any through traffic over the Canadian Pa- 
citic." •
